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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

[01] A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission 
filed on 1/19/2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

[02] The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

[03] The previous rejection of claims 1-13 as being anticipated by Fujita 

(2003/0085994) are withdrawn in view of the amendments of 2/21/2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

[04] The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

[05] Claims 1-13 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fujita 
(2003/0085994) in view of Korman (2003/0107487). 

[06] Fujita discloses the entireties of claims 1-13 as noted in previous Office actions, 
except for transmission in a wireless manner from the third transceiver ("connector 
30") to the image processor ("terminal device 7 such as a personal computer")- 
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Fujita discloses the following in [0048]: 

As shown in FIG. 1 B, the external unit 5 is attached to a cradle 6 and isielectrically ■; 
connected to a terminal device 7 such as a personal computer. The terminal device 7 can 
capture into a terminal body 9 an image stored in the external unit 5 by manipulating an 
input/manipulation device such as a keyboard 8a and a mouse 8b and can display the 
captured image on a monitor portion 8c. 

[07] It is clear that the "terminal device 7" is capable of downloading "an image stored 



[in hard disk 29] in the external unit 5." It is also clear that this transmission 
achieved in a wireless manner.

[08] Korman discloses that "[t]he sensor(s) are preferably connected to a 
microprocessor, optionally by a wire but alternatively through a wireless 
connection" ([0020]). At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art that the wired connection disclosed by Fujita be 
replaced with a wireless connection, because these are obvious and well-known 
alternatives to one another, as taught by Korman. 

Response to Arguments 

[09] Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
